Two points were 
then lost in flve or six minutes, and still the 
bulls could not stem the tide, for it went 
down at nearly every sale. It fluctuated for 
tomie time at 25% to 28%, occasionally touch- 
ing 29, but only for a flitting second. 

Then came a short breathing spell, in 
which the prices ranged from 29 tu 292, none 
but small blocks being offered.

On Sunday nigiit last Mays made an assault 
on Mrs. M. J. M@Brayer near this city, but 
failed to accomplish his purpose. About 
6 p. m. on Sunday Mrs,  McBrayer, 
who was urning to her home 
from a neigh ' house, where she had 
pont the afterngon, was accosted at a lonely 
spot on the road dy Mays, who, with a drawn 
razor in his hand, threatened the lady with 
instant death if she did not submitto his 
demands. Although. terribly frightened Mrs. 
McBrayerrepelis@ the negro’s advances an d 
screamed for. ad. Luckily a party ot 
hunters were the woods near by, and 
hearing the wolban's cries, rushed to her 
assistance in timé to prevent the negro from 
accomplishing nig designs. 

As soon as he discovered that he was pur- 
sued Mays took to the fields 
and was soon out of sight. Within 
an hour the community was aroused and 
a hundred men wore in pursult of the crimi- 
nal. He was soon run down, and turned over 
to the Sheriff, who placed him in jail here to 
await preliminary examination. Just before 
dayltght this morniag 100 men, all armed, 
and tbe leaders masked, rode into the town 
from the east. Surrounding the jail the 
leaders dismounted and demanded the keys 
of the jau from the aeputy sheriff 
in charge of the institution. Divin- 
ing that resistance to such a 
force would de (useless, the officers 
gave up the keys andthe mobwas placed 
in possession of the jail. 

To get the doomed negro out of the cell, 
where he lay cowering, was the work of but 
a few minutes.’ 

With a rope about hts neck Mays was hurried 
to the court-yard andtold that he had but a 
few moments to live,’ He confessed that he 
had made the attempt to assault Mrs. Mc- 
Brayer, but begged t be allowed to live. 

He was hurried alpng to the east gate of 
the Court-house yard, when the rope about 
his neck was thresh over a projecting limb 
of a tree and ads quickly us pended 
the negro. 

After the work of vengeance was completed 
the mob rode away as quietly as it had come. 
No attempt was made by the peace officials 
to make arrests or to inquire into the identi- 
ty of the leaders.

‘FIFTEEN PERSONS INJURED, — 


Physicians of Two Cities Called to the 
Scene of the Accident—-Seamen Res- 
cued on the Ocean—An Old Women’s 
Lonely Death -Variou Disasters “by 
Land end Sea. 


PALMYRA, N. T., Feb. 21.—Train No. 5 on 
the West shore was wrecked near here this 
afternoon and two persons were killed and 
fifteen injired. The train left New York at 
8 o’clock last night. The train usually con- 
sists of two coaches, two sleepers and a bag- 
gage car. The sleeper lies on its side in the 
ditch. The information was first conveyed 
to this city by a New York Central wire from 
Palmyra, & man having been sent over from 
the wreck, whichisa mile from the Central 
track. 

No sleeping-car passengers were killed thie 
fatalities. being in the two day coaches, 
which were full of passengers. Engineer 
Pearsall is badly hurt. The West Shore 
Superintendent has sent to Rochester for 
three or four doctors, and all Palmyra physi- 
cians avaliable have gone to the wreck. 

. The accident was caused by a broken rail. 

There were two passengers killed—two for- 
eigners who were traveling second class, 
They are said to be Germans. ' 

Fifteen. other, passengers were injured, 
some of them, it is thought, fatally. The 
train consisted of o engines. three coaches.

With 
littie ceremony he voted no and explained 
toa friend later that he thought the law 
should remain on the statute books as it was 
framed for the protection of the working 
ses. 
STREET IMPROVEMENT BILL. 

The Stone street improvement bill is before 
the House for engrossment and may be called 
up at any time. It was called on the calen- 
dar late yesterday afternoon and was laid 
over informally at the request of Senator 
Stone, who left his seat in the Senate to talk 
to a number of members about his bill. 
Senator Stone got Mr. Fogle, the Democratic 
leader of the lower wing of the Assembly, to 
have action deferred. This was done be- 
cause Mr. Drabelle of St. Louis, chairman of 
the Committee on Municipal Corporations, 
was absent. lis committee passed upon the 
bill and reported it favorably. 

Of allthe bills now pendinginthe House 
this one is regarded asthe most suspicious. 
The lobby work has beenextremely effective. 
It pushed the measure in the Senate and has 
hurried it ahead of bills which had a prior 
right of consideration in the House. The 
lobby has worked effectively,and is still at 
it, hoping to have it passed and in the hands 
of the Governor within the next ten days. 
When Senator Stone introduced the bill he 
stated that the people of St. Louls wanted it 
passed because it was the only effective plan to 
push the street improvement work. About 
the same time Kansas City, through Senator 
Lyman, introduced a bill containing a num- 
ber of the salient features of the St. Louis 
measure. which passed the House. yesterday 
afternoon. The Kansas City bill, however, 
was not introduced untilthe voters of that 
city had adopted acharter amendment giv- 
ing approval to its provisions. Some defect 
was found in the construction of the amend- 
ment and to set aside doubt to its legality the 
bill was given tothe Assembly. This is the 
measure Which has passed both wings of the 
Legislature and is now awaiting the Gov- 
ernor’s signature. 

The St. ulis bill is briefly worded but, as 
Senator McGinnis puts it, ‘*it is full of meat.” 
He opposed it strongly in the Senate and was 
backed up by Senators Espenchied and 
Busche of the St. Louis deleyation. In his 
speech against the bill senator McGinnis 
made the point that it was a gross violation 
of the spirit if not the letter of the constitu- 
tion. e went further and denounced it as a 
scheme of contractors to force improvements 
and if necessary contiscate the property of 

people. In his argument he

Those 
attacked generally first complain of intense 
painin the head, whicffis usually accom- 
panied bya violent chil). Some times this 
pain is in the back and in one instance it be- 
gan inthe heel, gradually going upward to 
the spine and head. The pain is so acute 
that those who are stricken are djstracted. 
Children literally go wild and have to be 
held in bed. The usual opiates are powerless 
to quiet the patients. The chill is followed 


by fever, andthe bodies of the sufferers are 
covered with blue or biackish spots. Those 
who survive for forty-eight hours generally 
get well, but in most instances the result of 
an attack is fatal. Children frequently die 
inafew hours after being taken and older 
persons do not stand it much better. County 
physicians have telegraphed? Dr. J. W. Me- 
Cormick, Secretary of the State Board of 
Health, asking him to come to this locality 
at once. It is the next thing to an impossi- 
bility to get nurses, as the disease is dreaded 
nearly as much as small pox.

not really entitled to his name. The family 
name is Tontant, but when in 1834 young 
Tontant entered the West Point Military 
Academy, he took the territorial title of his 
father’s estate,and was entered on the books 
as Beauregard, a name which he has ever 
since donne. Beauregard was born in Louis - 
lana on May 18, 1818, and in 18388 graduated 
second in his class. The engineer corps be- 
ing full, he was assigned to the artillery, but 
was soon transferred to the engineers. He 
was engaged in the construction of fortifica- 
tions at various points on the Atlantic and 
Gulf Coasts until the outbreak of the war with 
Mexico. In 1847 he joined Scott’s army, was 
present at the siege of Vera Cruz, the battle 
of Contreras and the operations in front of 
the City of Mexico, in the course of which he 
was twice wounded and won the brevet of 
major. After the war he was assigned to the 
duty of superintending the fortification of 
Mobile Bay and the Mississipp! River, which 
position he held until January, 1861, when he 
was made superintendent of the United 
States Military Academy. This office he held 
only a few days, resigning his commission to 
oin the Confederate army. He was placed 
ncommand ofthe defenses of Charleston, 
S. O. qd, as above stated, opened 
the with the bombardment 
of Fort Sumpter on April 12, 1861. After the 
fall ot Sumpter he was ordered to Virginia, 
and on July 21 he fought in the first battle of 
Bull Run, Gen. Joseph E. Johnston, who ar- 
rived on the eld after the fight had nearly 
been finished and taking command, having 
only to complete Beauregard’s work. Early 
in 1862 he was attached to the Army of Ten- 
nessee as second in command to Gen. Albert 
Sidney Johnston, and on the death of that 
officeratthe battle of Shiloh took supreme 
command. After his defeat he made 
a masterly retreat and withdrew from 
Corinth. His management of his troops 
during the battle was _ severely  criti- 
cised, and he wasabsent fromthe army on 
sick leave until August, when he was raised 
to the rank of Generaland placed in com- 
mand of the defenses of Charleston. He de- 
fended that place against the attacks of Gil- 
more and Dupont, and in May, 1864, was or- 
dered to Virginia, where he defeated Gen. 
Butler at Drury’s Bluff. In October of the 
same year he was ordered to Georgia to op- 
pose Sherman’s advance, but failed to do so, 
and joined the army of Gen. J. E. Johnston, 
with whom he surrendered. After the war 
Gen. Beauregard was engaged in the railroad 
business, was Adjutant-General of the Louls- 
iana militia and later became manager of the 
Louisiana State Lottery, a position that he 
held at the time of his death. 


A MILLIONAIRE ONCE, 

New YORK, Feb. 21.—John Lowrie, an old 
member of the Produce Exchange, died at 
the German Hospital Sunday, after along 
illness. 

John Lowrie was born in Germany fifty- 


eight years ago, and came to this country 


when a young man. He began business as a 


grain broker, joined the Produce Exchange, 
and for years was remarkably’ successful in 
his ventures. At one time he was reputed 
worth $2,000,000. Through unfortunate ven- 
tures which he made in late years he lost all 
his property and died a pauper. His only 
relative in this country, so far as known, is 
— in New Orleans. He was never mar- 
ried,

inent citizen of this place, D. W. Fairbank, 
died last night. He was a native of Connecti- 
cut, but had lived here over half a century 
and was identified with.the growth of the 
county from the start. He was a man of 
great force of character and excellent judg- 
ment and had made a fortune. He was 
a brother of J. C. Fairbank, who died only a 
few weeks ago.

THE READING DEAL. 

The collapse of the Reading Railroad 
deal has brought to light an interesting 
fact in view of tlie shortage of coal from 
which the country has been suffering. It 
is stated by President McLeod that the 
company has about §8,000,000 worth of 
unmarketed coal on hand free from all in- 
cumbrance and ready to be sold at any 
time, held doubtless to realize an addi- 
tional profit on the last notch of the clos- 
ing winter market. It emphasizes the 
methods that have been followed to 
squeeze monopoly profits from necessity. 
The wreck of the company’s securities and 
the appointment of receivers, despite its 
disastrous effects on the stock market and 
sympathetic business interests, would bea 
blessing ifthey meant the death of the 
gigantic monopoly combinations for which 
the Reading has served as a pivot. There 
is, however, little hope of that result. 
The circumstances surrounding the trans- 
action and the little information that has 
leaked out concerning it indicate that the 
wrecking of the road is a monopolistic 
trick to further the greedy ends of the men 
who have engineered the Reading deal. 

It is stated that the combine will hold, 
and in fact will be strengthened by the 
move. The receivers named by the court 
may be regarded as guarantees that the 
schemes of the monopolists will not suf- 
fer. With McLeod and Wilbur, the two 
master spirits of the coal combine, in con- 
trol, and aided by Judge Paxson, whose 
plutocratic bias has been disgracefully 
manifest, and whose indecent haste in de- 
serting the bench to grab this receivership 
plum is one of the most scandalous inci- 
dents of American public life, combine in- 
terests will be in safe hands. 

The probability is that the receivership 
move was arranged by the combine sharks 
to obtain under its protection more ad- 
vantageous conditions to work out their 
purposes. The chances are that only out- 
siders were nipped inthe panic and that 
out of the deal willcome a stronger com- 
bination for monopolistic squeezing of the 
public. And this will continue until the 
power of trusts and combines is utterly 
broken by the strict enforcement of effi- 
cient laws.

JINGOISM AND JOBBERY. 
Whatever doubt there may have been 
about the ‘‘true inwardness’’ of the Ha- 
waiian annexation scheme is wholly dis- 
pelled by the publication of the conditions 
of annexation proposed by the Provisional 
Government. These conditions stamp it 
as purely a business venture concocted 
without regard to political rights in the 
interest of the clique of unscrupulous spe- 
ulators who have seized control of the Ha- 
waiian Government and want the United 
States to sustain * promote their enter- 
prise, 
The demands for the laying ofa cable, 
for assuming all Hawaiian obligations, for 
treating Hawaiian products as products of , 
the United States, for admitting contract 
laborers and permitting local legislation 
confining them to Hawaiiandto the em- 
ployment for which they are engaged, for 
restricting official appointments to ‘five- 
year residents and other conditions reveal 
the milk in the cocoanut.

Because these demands are not met in 
the treaty submitted to the Senate is no 
indication that they have been surren- 
dered. It was not within the power of 
the President to grant them, and he has 
done the full part expected of him in at- 
tempting to. rush the scheme through 
without deliberation. The main. point of 
the speculators will bé gained when the 
treaty has been made. They know that 
some of the conditions they want will 
logically follow annexation.

Many if not allof the companies have 
large interests in coal, lead and zinc mines. 
besides large blocks of timber lands. These 
are worked to the detriment of individual 
competitors, who suffer from a discrim- 
inating poli¢y established by the corpora- 
tions to crush them out. Sooner or later 
this policy must result in the absolute 
monopoly of all these properties by the 
transportation companies, and the people 
of the State will be at their mercy, This 
has been the result in the anthracite 
region of Pennsylvania and there is practi- 
cally no end to it short of the absorption 
of all the resources of the State if nothing 
is done to stop the movement. 

Of course the bill is not expected to ac- 
complish its whole purpose at once. More 
legislation on the same lines will be 
needed and which experience will sug- 
gest. Railway companies have so many 
ways of whipping the devil around the 
stump that constant vigilance is required 
to forestall them. Butthe popular policy 
initiated by this bill should be adhered to 
and vigorously carried out. We must not 
allow Missouri to suffer the fate of Penn-

Federal Building Notes. 
The United States Circuit Court of Appeals 
was in session this morning, and the argu- 
ment in the case of Martin against Rainwa- 
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tion. From a gentleman who was in the 
executive office when the Kansas City crowd 
called it was learned that the Governor po- 
litely, but very emphatically, asserted to his 
visitors that he would not consider any 
man’s religion when it came to making pub- 
lic appointments. He said further that, 
while he and his family were 
Protestants, he never entertained 
any religious prejudices, but on th 
contrary had always opposed intolerance. 
The A. P. A. contingent argued that the 
Catholics were not loyal tothe flag or the 
country, but owedand gave all their alle- 
giance to the Pope of Rome. 

Gov. Stone said he did not believe this; 
that he considered the Catholics as true to 
the flag as any other sect. He regarded re- 
ligious intolerance as un-American and op- 
posed to Democracy. In concluding he said 
that fitness and Democracy would be the dis- 
criminating tests, and not religious creeds. 

The A. P. A. representatives left displeased 
and will not likely make any more requests 
of this kind of Missouri's executive. 

O’MEARA VOTES. 

Lieut.-Gov. O’Meara saved the mechanics’ 
lien law in the Senate to-day by casting the 
deciding vote. The bill to repeal the law, in- 
troduced by Senator Bradley, was put to a 
vote after a long debate and a tie was the 


result. This gave O’Meara the opportunity 

of recording his-first vote since his election 

and the Senators and spectators looked at 

him curiously to see how he would act. With 

little ceremony he voted no and explained | 
to a friend later that he thought the law 

should remain on the statute books as it was 

framed for the protection of the working 

classes. 

STREET IMPROVEMENT BILL. 

The Stone street improvement bill is before 
the House for engrossment and may be called 
up at any time. It was called on the calen- 
dar late yesterday afternoon and was laid 
over informally at the request of Senator 
Stone, who left his seat in the Senate to talk 
to a number of members about his Dill. 
Senator Stone got Mr. Fogle, the Democratic 
leader of the lower wing of the Assembly, to 
have action deferred. This was done de- 
cause Mr. Drabelle of St. Louis, chairman of 
the Committee on Municipal Corporations, 
was absent. <lis committee passed upon the 
bill and reported it favorably. 

Of allthe bills now pendinginthe House 
this one is regarded asthe most suspicious. 
The lobby work has beenextremely effective. 
It pushed the measure in the Senate and has 
hurried it ahead of bills which had a prior 
right of consideration in the House. The 
lobby has worked effectively, and is still at 
it, hoping to have it passed and in the hands 
of the Governor within the next ten days. 
When Senator Stone introduced the Dill he 
stated that the people of St. Louis wanted it 

ssed because it was the only effective plan to 
push the street improvement work. About 
the same time Kansas City, through Senator 
Lyman, introduced a bill containing a num 
ber of the salient features of the St. Louis 
measure. which passed the House yesterday 
afternoon. The Kansas City bill, however, 
was not introduced until the voters of that 
city had adopted acharter amendment giv- 
ing approval to its provisions. Some defect 
was found in the construction of the amend- 
ment and to set aside doubt to its legality the 
bill was given to the Assembly. This is the 
measure which has passed both wings of the 
Legislature and is now awaiting the Gov- 
ernor’s signature. 

The St. ulis bill is briefly worded but, as 
Senator McGinnis puts it, it is full of meat.” 
He opposed it strongly in the Senate and was 
backed up by Senators Espenchied and 
Busche of the St. Louis delegation. In his 
speech against the bill senator McGinnis 
made the point that it was a gross violation 
of the spirit if not the letter of the constitu-

SPOTTED FEVER. 

PaDUcAH, Ky., Feb. 21.—Fifty deaths have 
occurred in Marshall County, Ky.,from spot- 
ted fever. The disease, or the symptoms of 
it, are not unlike that of la grippe. Those 
attacked generally first complain of intense 
painin the head, whicffis usually accom- 
panied bya violent chill. Some times this 
pain is in the back and in one instance it be- 
gan inthe heel, gradually going upward to 
the spine and head. The pain is so acute 
that those who are stricken are distracted. 
Children literally go wild and have to be 
held in bed. The usual opiates are powerless 
to quiet the patients. The chill is followed 


by fever, andthe bodies of the sufferers are 
covered with blue or blackish spots. Those 
who survive for forty-eight hours generally 
get well, but in most instances the result of 
an attack is fatal. Children frequently die 
inafew hours after being taken and older 
persons do not stand it much better. County 
physicians have telegraphed* Dr. J. W. Me- 
Cormick, Secretary of the State Board of 
Health, asking him to come to this locality 
at once. It is the next thing to an impossi- 
bility to get nurses, as the disease is dreaded 
nearly as much as small pox.

After thirty 
years from the initial ‘‘blunder’’ he could 
never bring himselfto speak with coolness 
of the timid policy, which, ignoring strat- 
egyasa science and boldness of enter- 
prise as its ally, could never be brought 
to view the whole theater of war asone 
subject, of which all points were but integ- 
ral parts. 

The General hada certain right to speak 
authoritively so far as experience can give 
the right, he having had the awful responsi- 
bility of opening the ball by directing the at- 
tack on Fort Sumterand of commanding in 
conjunction with Gen. J. E. Johnston at the 
Battle of Bull Run. The General would ex- 
plain with graphic force how, if that battle 
had been fought as he planned it, and it he 
had been permitted, even after the battle 
had taken place, to adopt his later plans he 
could have ‘‘crushed Patterson, liberated 
Maryland and captured Washington.“ 

Toward the close of the war his relation 
with Mr. Davis became so strained that dur- 
ing a slight Umess which necessitated a 
change of air from his headquarters, he was 
summarily deposed from his command by 
the President. Gen. Beauregard’s friends 
urged his reinstatement, but Davis declared 
that he would not restore him though the 
whole world should ask it.“ He was, how- 
ever, too valuable an officer to be dispensed 
with, and aftera short time he was placed 
in command at Charleston, He surrendered 
with J. E. Johnston to Gen. Sherman in 
April, 1865. 

erre Gustave Tonant de Beauregard was 

not really entitled to his name. The family 
name is Tontant, but when in 1834 young 
Tontant entered the West Point Military 
Academy, he took the territorial title of his 
father’s estate,and was entered on the books 
as Beauregard,a name which he has ever 
since bonne. Beauregard was born in Louis - 
lana on May 18, 1818, and in 1838 graduated 
second in his class. The engineer corps be- 
ing full, he was assigned to the artillery, but 
was soon transferred to the engineers. He 
was engaged in the construction of fortifica- 
tions at various points on the Atiantic and 
Gulf Coasts until the outbreak of the war with 
Mexico. In 1847 he joined Scott’s army, was 
present at the siege of Vera Cruz, the battle 
of Contreras and the operations in front of 
the City of Mexico, in the course of which he 
was twice wounded and won the brevet of 
major. After the war he was assigned to the 
duty of superintending the fortification of 
Mobile Bay and the Mississippi River, which 
position he held until January, 1861, when he 
was made superintendent of the United 
States Military Academy. This office he held 
only a few days, resigning his commission to 

oin the Confederate army. He was placed 
ncommand ofthe defenses of Charleston, 
8. „„ and, as above stated, 

the war with the bombardment 
of Fort Sumpter on April 12, 1861. After the 
fall ot Sumpter he was ordered to Virginia, 
and on July 21 he fought in the first battle of 
Bull Run, Gen. Joseph E. Johnston, who ar- 
rived on the field after the fight had nearly 
been finished and taking command, having 
only tocomplete Beauregard’s work. Early 
in 1862 he was attached to the Army of Ten- 
nessee as second in command to Gen. Albert 
Sidney Johnston, and on the death of that 
officeratthe battle of Shiloh took supreme 
command. After his defeat he made 
a masterly retreat and withdrew. from 
Corinth. His management of his troops 
during the battle was severely criti- 
cised, and he wasabsent fromthe army on 
sick leave until August, when he was raised 
to the rank of General and placed in com- 
mand ot the defenses of Charleston. He de- 
fended that place against the attacks of Gil- 
more and Dupont, and in May, 1864, was or- 
dered to Virginia, where he defeated Gen. 
Butler at Drury’s Bluff. In October of the 
same year he was ordered to Georgia to Op- 
pose Sherman’s advance, but failed to do so, 
and joined the army of Gen. J. E. Johnston, 
with whom he surrendered. After the war 
Gen. Beauregard was engaged in the railroad 
business, was Adjutant- General of the Louis- 
liana militia and later became manager of the 
Louisiana State Lottery, a position that he 
held at the time of his death. 


A MILLIONAIRE ONCE, 

New York, Feb. 21.—John Lowrie, an old 
member of the Produce Exchange, died at 
the German Hospital Sunday, after along 
illness. 

John Lowrie was born in Germany fifty- 
eight years ago, and came to this country 
when a young man. He began business as a 


grain broker, joined the Produce Exchange, 
and for years was remarkably’ successful in 
his ventures. Atone time he was reputed 
worth $2,000,000. Through unfortunate ven- 
tures which he made in late years he lost all 
his property and died a pauper. His only 
relative in this country, so far as known, is 
a niece in New Orleans. He was never mar- 
ried, 


D. W. FAIRBANK, 

JACKSONVILL‘, III., Feb. 21.—Another prom- 
ment citizen of this place, D. W. Fairbank, 
died last night.
